3. Claims 86-88 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Sindle. 
The Sindle reference discloses the utilization of a computer program comprising 
instructions that cause a processor 44 to: cause a waveform 110 having a 
predetermined shape 96 to be transmitted; receive a signal 114; analyze a shape of 
the signal 98; and determine if the signal comprises an echo of the waveform based on 
the analysis of the shape of the signal the signal as recited in the aforementioned 
claims. 

4. Claims 20-27, 54-61 and 81-85 are allowed.
